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AN APPEAL TO WORKINGMEN 


Secretary of Labor William B. Wilson has made 
a strong appeal to the workingmen of the country to 
participate in the Second Liberty Loan to the fullest ex- 
tent. The secretary points out that the workers have 
more at stake in this greatest conflict than any others, 
because it 1s only in a democracy that the common people 
can’come into their own. He says: 

The great European war'‘in which we are now snvoly- 
ed came to the people of the Western Hemisphere as 
terrible shock, and to no portion of the people did it conte 
as a greater shock than to the wageearners of the United 
States. They believed in and wanted international peace, 
but they wanted it on a basis of international justice 
which would insure the right of our people to govern 
themselves. When the Imperial German Government un- 
dertook to destroy the lives of our people and to impose 
a rule of conduct upon us without our consent in places 
under the jurisdiction of the United States Government, 
there was no course left but to resist. 

The workers have more at stake in this conflict than 
any others, because it is only in a democracy that the 
¢ommon people can come into their own. The great priv- 
lege is not given to all of us to serve our country on the 
battlefield or in the trenches, but there are other wavs in 
which we can serve and assist those who are privileged to 
carry our flag on the battlefields of Kurope. The impulse 

. of sacrifice for the common good is sending the youth of 


ity and democracy. 


To those of us who must of necessity 
remain at home to

: the factories, mines and mills, the way 1s open for addi- 
tional service. We too must make sacrifices. The men 
who go forth to do battle in the field must be equipped 
and sustained. Funds must be forthcoming to furnish 
the food, the firearms and other supplies for the fighting 
forces of the nation. Finances for that purpose must be 
secured immediately from the sale of bonds. The work- 
ers can help by contributing their mite.

The advice 
was aecepted and a bountiful shower poured down on the 
land and the crops were saved for the harvest.
